DEFENCE OPENS IN: THE DR FUNG 
| MURDER : TRIAL 


: An allegation that he signed a statement which amounted to a con- 
fession of miirder under duress was made by Yuen So, 27, when he testi- 
fied on his own behalf at his trial for murder before the Senior Puisne 


Judga,.Mr Justice Gould, in the Criminal Sessions this morning.

that a Police interpreter threatened to use steel bars on him if he did not:

Yuen So is on trial for the 
murder of Dr Fung Hing-yau 
(Arthur Pong) at 23, Castle 
Peak Road on February 26 
last. 


Jointly charged with him on 
the same indictment is Lau 
Wah, 22, for whom his Coun- 
se] earlier made an unsuccess- 
ful submission that there was 
no evidence i his case to go’ to 
the Jury. 


Mr 3.. Reynolds, Crown 
Counsel, is prosecuting, assisted 
by Det. Inspector W.H. Sum- 
mers. My V.U.3, D'Alton, on 
the Instructions of Mr H. L. 
Kwan, appears for the Defence. 

The Jury comprises six men 
and a woman. 


Before the Defence case 
cpened this morning, Counsel 
for the Defence mude an ap-

The next link in the chaln of 
the Prosceution’s case referred 
to the (basket In = which 
{wo revolvers were found, 
Counsel continued, and it had 
been edduced that it was the 
second accused who led the 
Police to the place where the 
basket was found and there wos 
also evidence that he was the 
person who had put it there. 
Counsel submitted that evidence 
of the fact that second’ accused 
knowing the basket was there 
might lead to the Inference that 
he know there were arms in- 
side. He submitted that clr- 
cumstantia] evidence could not 
be pushed any further than that, 
for example, to infer that be- 
cause sccOn] accused knew the 
pistols were there, that ne 
was at the scene. of the ‘crime.

In answer to Crown Counsel, 
accused said he lived in Macao 
for about o year when he was 
arrested, He worked as a,casual 
earth coolle, He was not calling 
any witnesses, 

‘Accused could not explain 
why he was identified by 
Leung Yuk, an amah employed 
at Dr Fung’s residence, as .the 
person who had shot the -de- 
ceased doctor, He declared she 
made ao wrong -identifcation, 

DENIES STATEMENT 

Yuen sald he never made 
the statement which read: “At 
first I wished to rob him of his 
banknotes.. When I entered he 
embraced me and wanted to 
selze my gun. I told him not 
to seize, He-did not, obey me, 
Therefore 1 was forced’ to hit 
him: I did not intend to Idil 
him, He was not my enemy. I 
wanted money not life” . 

He said he was forced to 
sign it. He agreed he was In!
